At her headquarters Sat¬ 
urday night, Fougere ap¬ 
peared buoyant, yet ex¬ 
hausted. The woman who 
had been councillor for 
Quinpool-Connaught for a 
decade and in 2004 unsuc¬ 
cessfully ran as the Liberal 


candidate to become a 
member of parliament for 
Halifax said she has no re¬ 
grets. The results were not 
a “crushing blow,” she 
added. 

“The sun will shine to¬ 
morrow,” Fougere said. 
“I’ve always had a happy 
and fulfilling life and I will 
continue to. Politics isn’t 
the be-all, end-all in my 
world. 

“My only disappoint¬ 
ment will be for all the ef¬ 
fort people put in on my 
behalf.” 

She said it’s not likely 
she will delve into politics 
again, but the door isn’t 
completely shut either.

Fougere says her strong showing should be 'wake-up call' for Mayor Kelly 



Sheila Fougere, defeated mayoral candidate, says she hopes Peter Kelly takes her strong showing 
as a sign things need to change. 
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Sheila Fougere hopes the 
mayor takes Saturday's 
election as a wake-up call 
to change. 

But Peter Kelly sees the 
opposite. 

Kelly defeated Fougere 
Saturday with 57 per cent of 
the vote compared to her 41 
per cent — a healthy mar¬ 
gin but much closer than 
Kelly’s previous result of al¬ 
most 90 per cent. 

“I hope they take note of 
that and it’s not just busi¬ 
ness as usual, I really do,” 
said Fougere. 

“The mayor got in with 
half the votes he got last 
time. I hope that’s a bit of a 
wake-up call that you can 
do better. I guess that’s my 
message to Peter: You can 
do better and I want you to 
do better.” 

But Kelly, whose cam- 
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DOWNTOWN HALIFAX Dawn 
Sloane is still the councillor 
for downtown Halifax, but 
the majority of people actu¬ 
ally voted for a 20-some- 
thing fresh political face. 

Sloane, the incumbent, 
beat out her two closest 
competitors James Stuewe 
and Jerome Downey with 
1,144 votes. 

Both Stuewe, 26, and 
Downey, 23, fought off 
doubts about being too 
young and inexperienced to 
be electable. Had they been 
one person — Jamome 
Stuemey, if you will — they 
would have easily won. 

Instead, Stuewe lost by a 
mere 150 votes. Downey al¬ 
so had a strong showing 
with over 650 votes. 

Stuewe said he wasn’t 
blaming vote-splitting. 

“When you get into the 
numbers, Jerome and I took 
very different votes,” he 
said.

“He had an extremely 
strong showing in St. 
Patricks-Alexandra and 
Cogswell North.

major upsets in Saturday’s 
municipal election. 

Barry Dalrymple toppled 
incumbent Krista Snow in 
Waverley-Fall River-Beaver 
Bank. 

Dalrymple, a former 
RCMP officer, said he felt 
“absolute relief” after win¬ 
ning the neck-and-neclc 
race. 

Snow, 44, said her rival 
deserved the victory, adding 
“(Dalrymple) worked hard 
and he won, and good for 
him. He deserved it.” 

Dalrymple, 55, plans to 
focus on unifying the com¬ 
munities in his district. 

North End Halifax has a 
new councillor — though 
he’s not all that new. 

Jerry Blumenthal, a for¬ 
mer longtime councillor, re¬ 
turned to unseat Patrick 
Murphy by a fairly narrow 
margin. The 68-year-old said 
he was excited “to get back 
to work in the North End 
and make it the best place 
in Halifax.” 

Murphy, 44, said he can 
“hold his head high” be¬ 
cause of the things he’s ac¬ 
complished at council, like 
working towards saving the 
Bloomfield Centre from 
demolition, and making 
buses more wheelchair-ac¬ 
cessible. “I’ve done my best 
to represent the area and 
bring issues to the council,” 
said Murphy. “It just wasn’t 
recognized.” 

There are more new faces 
on council from two dis¬ 
tricts with no incumbent. 
Lorelei Nicoll is now coun¬ 
cillor for Coal Harbour and 
Jennifer Watts won the 
Quinpool-Connaught race.

Howard Windsor was ap¬ 
pointed to run it, but his 
stint ended Saturday night 
with the election of a 
brand new board.

many meetings and later 
charged with fraud. And a 
board of inquiry found 
that then-Preston repre¬ 
sentative Bernadette Reid 
was in a conflict of interest 
for selling items to a 
school where her husband 
was principal at the time. 

Newly elected African 
Nova Scotian member 
Irvine Carvey agreed with 
Yee on keeping the focus 
on the students.

A Dartmouth mother was 
getting her family ready 
for a trip to the fair Satur¬ 
day morning, when the 
equivalent of a SWAT 
team busted into a neigh¬ 
bour's apartment. 

“We saw all these black 
suits getting out of the pas¬ 
senger van and they were 
going in the building,” said 
the woman who asked her 


name not be used. 

“It’s pretty freaky to see 
out your door.” 

The police’s emergency 
response team — a special¬ 
ly trained unit similar to a 
SWAT team in the U.S. — 
arrested two people at a 
second floor apartment 
Saturday. 

She said at least nine of¬ 
ficers, armed with large ri¬ 
ot shields and dressed in 
black, showed up on 
Joseph Young Street 
around 9:30 a.m. 


The woman said a K-9 
unit was also on scene. 

A 29-year-old man and a 
23-year-old woman are 
each facing five charges for 
illegal weapon possession. 

Staff Sgt. Sean Auld said 
an automatic rifle, ammu¬ 


nition and body armour 
were seized. 

The suspects will be in 
Dartmouth court this 
morning. 

It wasn’t the only gun-re¬ 
lated incident in the area. 
Less than 24-hours later — 


around 3:30 a.m. Sunday 
— police responded to the 
same street after a man 
with a handgun was re¬ 
ported chasing another 
man down Joseph Young 
Street. 

The suspect caught the 
victim, threatened him 
with the weapon, and fled 
on foot without firing at 
the victim. An 18-year-old 
man was arrested later on 
Highfield Park Drive. 

He also faces weapons 
charges. 


Staff Sgt. Auld said the 
force is confident the sus¬ 
pect and victim knew each 
other. He said there’s cur¬ 
rently no information con¬ 
necting the two events to 
one another.

Workers at 
airport vote 
to strike 

contract Workers at the 
Halifax Stanfield Interna¬ 
tional Airport endorsed a 
strike vote last week. 

The vote was held on 
Thursday night and 79 per 
cent of workers voted in 
favour of the strike. 

The 150 workers include 
firefighters, equipment op¬ 
erators, IT and administra¬ 
tion staff. A news release 
from the Public Service Al¬ 
liance of Canada said the 
workers would likely be in 
a legal strike position be¬ 
fore the end of the month. 

Until then, there are 
meetings scheduled to 
work out the Essential 
Service Agreements (ESA) 
others to work with feder¬ 
al mediators. 

Once the ESAs are in 
place, the union can take 
strike action with 72 
hours’ notice. 

The workers have been 
without a contract since 
January and contract talks 
which started in March 
“failed to resolve a number 
of key issues.” Wages, job 
security, a new classifica¬ 
tion system, staffing and 
clawbacks are at the top of 
the list of sticking points.

It was much colder 100 
years ago yesterday when 
the cornerstone at the 
Cathedral Church of All 
Saints was sealed up. 

Congregants celebrated 
the 100th anniversary of 
the placing of the corner¬ 
stone at the church yester¬ 
day. 

Cynthia Pilichos said in 
an interview it was a much 
colder, rainy, blustery day 
in 1908. 

“But the interesting 
thing about the corner¬ 
stone is, it wasn’t the first 
time it was laid,” she said. 

Originally the cathedral 
was planned for the corner 
of Spring Garden Road, Ro- 
bie Street and Coburg 
Street, where the Bank of 
Nova Scotia building is 
now located. 

When construction start¬ 
ed in 1887, the corner¬ 
stone was filled with 
church records, newspa¬ 
pers and coins, and placed 
in the buttress. 

It waited there for 21 
years — then Saint Luke’s 
Pro Cathedral burnt down. 

Church leaders then de¬ 
cided to build a bigger 
church to incorporate the 
congregation from Saint 
Luke’s. 


“With a new design, 
they needed a bigger piece 
of property. That’s why 
this piece of property (near 
the intersection of Martel- 
lo and College streets) was 


selected,” Pilichos said. 

The granite cornerstone 
was transported and filled 
with more documents, 
coins and stamps before it 
was ceremonially set in 


place in 1908. 

“We’re doing a rededica¬ 
tion of the cornerstone 100 
years later because it’s in 
anticipation of the centen¬ 
nial of the cathedral, 
which is the year 2010.” 

The church has a num¬ 
ber of activities planned 
for 2010, including a din¬ 
ner in the cathedral and 
adding period costumes to 
their public tours of the 
grounds. 


Fire brigade gets 
thermal imaging

The $21,000 piece of 
equipment, which weighs 
about 2.5 pounds, is ad¬ 
vanced for many reasons. 

It can sense not only heat, 
but various degrees of heat 
by the use of heat-sensing 
colours (yellow, orange 
and red); it is used to find 
lost people in the woods; 
and connects to a transmit¬ 
ting linlc/LCD TV in the 
crew’s fire truck. 

“It transmits a picture of 
what the camera is picking 
up in the emergency situa¬ 
tion up to 1,000 feet away. 

It helps the officers in 
charge of controlling the 


scene because it could 
show something the fire¬ 
fighters may not be able to 
see, but we can see it from 
the truck view.” 

McNutt has used the 
camera and its equipment 
upon responding to an 
electrical issue at a resi¬ 
dence. 

“It gives us a great deal 
of confidence, with proper 
training, because it makes 
us more aware of what’s in 
our surrounding environ- 
ment faster,” 
said McNutt. 

McNutt 
added it’s im¬ 
portant the 
residents 
know the fire 
brigade is 
keeping up-to- 


date with new equipment. 

“The community should 
know what technology is 
being used in their homes 
when we respond to fires 
and emergencies.” 

During a recent open 
house celebrating Fire Pre¬ 
vention Week, about 75 
children and 12 adults 
were given a crash course 
on the new equipment. 

The camera was pur¬ 
chased through a grant by 
the Nova Scotia Emergency 
Services Fund in addition 
to fundraising. About 20 
per cent of the cost was 
covered by firefighters’ 
fundraising efforts.

Consumer 
confidence 
at lowest in 
last 25 years 

money Canadian 
consumer confidence fell 
in October to its lowest 
level in more than a quar¬ 
ter-century, according to 
the Conference Board’s In¬ 
dex of Consumer

After three consecutive 
months of increases, the 
index fell 11.9 points to 
73.9 (2002=100). That is the 
lowest level since the third 
quarter of 1982, when the 
Canadian economy was 
mired in a recession.

The committee raised 
concerns over the lack of 
taxi service downtown late 
at night, and the govern¬ 
ment will “bring that to 
the attention of the may¬ 
or.”

Companies in on 
$35M rig contract 


Dartmouth and Cape Breton 
companies are getting in on 
a $35-million contract for 
two onshore oil rigs. 

The first onshore drilling 
rigs ever to be built in Nova 
Scotia will come from Lau- 
rentian Energy’s steel fabri¬ 
cation plant in Edwardsville. 
The $35-million contract for 
the construction of the two 
rigs was announced Friday, 
with representatives of the 
company and 
its partners, 

EnCana and 
Nabors Cana¬ 
da, on hand. 

The develop¬ 
ment comes 
just over a year 
after Laurent- 
ian began 
working with 
Nabors, whose parent com¬ 
pany Nabors Industries is 
the largest drilling contrac¬ 
tor in the world, manufac¬ 
turing rig components. 

That involved building 
components for heli-rigs, gi¬ 
ant onshore drilling rigs 
transported to remote areas 
by helicopter. 

Dartmouth company RKO 
Steel, will do some of the 
fabrication work. The proj¬ 
ect, already underway in 
Dartmouth and Sydney, will 
provide at least 150,000 
hours of work, supporting 
about 75 jobs, including 10- 
15 new positions immediate¬ 
ly, and maintaining existing 
jobs. They are expected to be 
commissioned next spring. 


“It’s like a large, large Lego 
set that drills for oil and 
gas,” said Jim Wooder, CEO 
of Laurentian Energy Corp., 
adding the rigs are expected 
to be used in northeast 
British Columbia once com¬ 
pleted. 

Premier Rodney MacDon¬ 
ald said the new agreement 
builds on the success of the 
Offshore Strategic Energy 
Agreement (OSEA), between 
the province 
and EnCana, 
which out¬ 
lines the 
process under 
which the 
Deep Panulce 
offshore proj¬ 
ect will be de¬ 
veloped. Un¬ 
der it, Mac¬ 
Donald noted $3.5 million 
has been designated to sup¬ 
port technology transfer ini¬ 
tiatives. 

He believes additional 
projects could follow and it 
will help keep skilled work¬ 
ers here by offering them 
well-paying jobs. 

Wooder noted that despite 
local enthusiasm about get¬ 
ting into the rig business, 
Duane Mather, president of 
Nabors Canada, cautioned 
when the initial agreement 
was struck that they would 
have to walk before they 
could run, and that there 
would be challenges as they 
worked hand in glove, but 
3,000 miles apart.

Lenny Kravitz walked onto 
the stage at the Halifax 
Metro Centre sporting an 
all-black outfit and quickly 
broke out into his hit sin¬ 
gle Bring It On.

Dion to break silence 


McCallum likely to take over if Grit leader steps down 


Toronto area MP John Mc¬ 
Callum is the first choice of 
the Liberal caucus to take 
over the party as interim 
leader if Stephane Dion an¬ 
nounces today that he is 
going to immediately 
return to the House of Com¬ 
mons* backbenches. 

Dion is going to reveal his 
decision to relinquish the 
Liberal leadership at a 2 
p.m. press conference, and 
Liberal sources say the 
leader spent the weekend 
in seclusion with his family 
tiying to decide the timing 


of his leave-taking. 

He could announce that 
he will hand over the lead¬ 
ership now 
to an inter¬ 
im leader 
who would 
be in charge 
until a new 
head of the 
party can be Stephane Dion 
chosen. Or, 

he could ask the party to al¬ 
low him to stay on himself 
as interim leader until a 
leadership convention, 
which will most likely be 


held in the spring. 

If Dion gives up the man¬ 
tle immediately, Grits say 
the consensus choice for in¬ 
terim chief is McCallum, 
the MP from Markham- 
Unionville who has been 
the party’s finance critic. 

McCallum wouldn’t com¬ 
ment yesterday except to 
say that he would be hon¬ 
oured to be interim leader if 
the party asks him to do so. 
“Yes, I would be willing to 
serve if he decided to step 
down,” he said.

On Thursday, Oct. 9, CTV At¬ 
lantic interviewed Liberal 
leader Stephane Dion. This 
was a veiy timely interview 
given M. Dion had been criti¬ 
cal of Mr. Harper for 
inaction during this time of 
economic crisis. CTV 
Atlantic anchor Steve Mur¬ 
phy started the interview by 
asking M. Dion “If you were 
Prime Minister now, what 
would you have done about 


the economy and this crisis 
that Mr. Harper has not 
done?” M. Dion struggled 
with the question and asked 
to start again. While some 
broadcasters have indicated 
that re-starts are 
commonplace in interviews 
with politicians, Mr. 
Murphy’s daily interviews 
on CTV Atlantic are almost 
always live and if not live, 
are never edited. But seeing 
that M. Dion was in obvious 
distress, Mr. Murphy agreed 
to start again. After two 
more attempts and an inter¬ 
vention by M. Dion’s 


assistant to help explain the 
question, the interview pro¬ 
ceeded. 

Given the unprecedented 
nature of the interview, the 
tapes were reviewed by sen¬ 
ior regional and national 
editors. After a great deal of 
deliberation, CTV News de¬ 
cided this footage was 
newsworthy and ran it in its 
entirety so that viewers 
could decide for 
themselves. 

Public reaction to this de¬ 
cision has been influenced 
by misconceptions and inac¬ 
curacies. Steve Murphy is 


being attacked for what was 
a CTV News decision, not a 
decision made by him per¬ 
sonally. Contraiy to widely 
circulated reports, Steve 
Murphy did not make a 
promise to M. Dion to not 
broadcast the false starts, 
nor was there a 
commitment to M. Dion or 
representatives of the liber¬ 
al Party that what happened 
before or after the interview 
was “off the record.” 

The decision to air the 
interview was made by 
CTV News and we stand by 
that decision.

Powell backs Obama

Democrat Barack Obama 
won the support of 
former Republican Secre¬ 
tary of State Colin Powell 
yesterday and announced 
he raised a record $150 
million last month, deal¬ 
ing a double blow to rival 
John McCain’s 
presidential campaign. 

McCain, despite trailing 
in opinion polls and 
fundraising, said he still 
expects to win the Nov. 4 
election and could sense 
“things are heading our 
way.” 

Powell, who served sev¬ 
eral Republican presi¬ 
dents including Bush as 
his first secretary of state, 
said either candidate 
would make a good presi¬ 
dent but he was critical of 
McCain’s uncertainty on 
how to deal with the eco¬ 
nomic crisis. 

Powell, who in the past 
was mentioned as possi¬ 
bly the first black U.S. 
president, told NBC’s 
Meet the Press he backed 
Obama “because of his 
ability to inspire, because

Iraq hesitant to support U.S. pact 


troops A pact that would 
allow U.S. troops to stay in 
Iraq for three years failed 
to secure the support of 
Iraqi political leaders on 
Sunday, raising doubts 
about whether it can sur¬ 
vive without new negotia¬ 
tions. 

The Iraqi government 
took pains to say the pact 
was not yet dead, but the 
lack of an endorsement 
from a body known as the 


political council for securi¬ 
ty — which groups parlia¬ 
mentary faction leaders — 
makes its future far from 
certain. 

“They just finished the 
meeting and they did not 
take a decision on the pact 
because some groups had 
reservations,” government 
spokesman Ali al-Dabbagh 
told Reuters. 

The leaders were “still 
hesitant to approve or re¬ 


ject” the deal, he said, 
adding that only the main 
Kurdish groups supported 
the pact without reserva¬ 
tions. 

Earlier, the Shi’ite al¬ 
liance that forms the core 
of Prime Minister Nuri al- 
Malilci’s government said 
it wanted changes in the 
pact, despite a government 
position that the draft is fi¬ 
nal and unlikely to be 
renegotiated. reuters 


More rescue plans, bailouts 


South Korea joined efforts 
yesterday to shore up 
banks and markets 
pummelled by an econom¬ 
ic crisis that has spread 
across the world. 

Seoul pledged $130 bil¬ 
lion US in state guarantees 
and capital injections 
hours after U.S. and Euro¬ 
pean leaders said they 
planned to hold a series of 
global summits to try to 
form an action plan. 

U.S. President George W. 
Bush said on Saturday he 
would host the first crisis 
summit, shortly after the 
Nov. 4 U.S. federal elec¬ 
tions, that would focus on 
“principles of reform” 


needed to fix the financial 
system. 

The United Arab Emi¬ 
rates also said it would in¬ 
ject $19.06 billion US into 
long-term bank deposits, 
and Oman’s Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry 
called for a cash injection 
into banks for financing. 

Dutch financial group 
ING is in talks with the 
Dutch government about a 
state-backed cash injection 
estimated to be worth up 
to $12.12 billion US. 

The European Central 
Bank said these global 
moves would gradually 
ease pressure on world fi¬ 
nancial markets. reuters 


OPEC ‘likely’ to 
cut oil production 

oil OPEC oil producers 
may cut oil supplies in two 
rounds, one when they 
meet next week in Vienna 
and a second later on, to 
drain oil supply surplus off 
markets and firm up 
prices, the group 
president said yesterday. 

“It is not clear that we 
will take the decision to 
reduce supplies by 2 mil¬ 
lion barrels per day but it 
very likely that we will 
take a reduction decision 
this time and another de¬ 
cision later on to ensure 
prices stability,” Chalcib 
Khelil told Algerian state 
television. 

Khelil also noted that 
there is a concensus 
among OPEC members 
that oil inventories are 
“very high,” and “supply is 
higher than demand by 
around 2 million barrels 
per day.” reuters 


No resources to

Mat leave 
‘non-existent* 
for owners 


Tricia Mum by, 35, one of 
four co-owners of Mabel’s 
Labels (mabeLca), fit her 
maternity leave into exact¬ 
ly 10 days — the time be¬ 
tween when she gave 
birth, and when one of her 
other co-partners did. “I 
got the call she had her 
baby and my mat leave 
was over!” 

Welcome to the world 
of the “non-existent” ma¬ 
ternity leave for small 
business owners, who 
aren’t eligible for benefits 
themselves — and can’t 
often take leave, since 
they can neither afford to 
be without their own 


salary or let the business 
slide — but who are 
obliged to work around 
staff leaves and keep their 
jobs open for their return, 
no matter how key those 
positions are to the com¬ 
pany’s success. 

Lee-Anne Arkell, founder 
of Peekaboo Child Care 
Centres (peekabookid.com), 
which has 17 owner-operat¬ 
ed and franchised facilities 
in southern Ontario, knows 
the challenges of losing 
staff to maternity leave. 
Arkell, who founded the 
operation in 1999, now em¬ 
ploys more than 500 peo¬ 
ple, 90 per cent of whom

“Help them bring some¬ 
one else in for a year, or 
give them a holiday on 
paying Employment Insur¬ 
ance premiums. Show an 
olive branch,” she’s urged. 
“So far, there’s been noth¬ 
ing, of course.” 

The biggest challenge 
small businesses have 
around maternity leave, 
she says, is that they have 
fewer staff to fill in when 
others are on leave. 

And while sick and elder 
care leaves can take a toll 
on small businesses, it’s 
maternity leave that really 
throws a wrench into the 
works, she says, simply be¬ 
cause of its duration. 

“The doubling of 
parental leave was devas¬ 
tating to many business¬ 
es,” she says. One small 
business owner she knows 
had five employees — and 
three went on maternity 
leave the same year. 

As for women who are 
operating small business¬ 
es, like Mumby and Arkell, 
they aren’t eligible, notes 
Swift. “Increasingly 

women own businesses,” 
she says (in fact five out of 
six new businesses are 
started by women), but 
aren’t eligible for any in¬ 
come replacement for any 
time they can manage to 
take off. 

Swift says there should 
be another system entire¬ 
ly for social programs 


such as maternity leave, 
elder care, and sick leave 
that would allow female 
entrepreneurs to take 
leave, too. 

Mumby gets support 
from her partners, Julie 
Cole, Julie Ellis, and Cyn¬ 
thia Esp, who have 11 chil¬ 
dren between them. Mum¬ 
by and Cole, in fact, work 
from their homes, hiring 
babysitters to care for the 
children upstairs. That 
means the kids are enter¬ 
tained while they work, 
but they can go upstairs to 
deal with problems. 

Sometimes the four 
work through the entire 
weekend, and have cots 
and cribs set up so they 
can put the kids to bed, 
and hold meetings at 
night. “You nap when you 
can, feed your people, 
play with the kids, and go 
back and do the work,” 
she laughs. 

“There’s no such thing 
as a mat leave when it’s a 
small business and you’re 
so involved in manage¬ 
ment,” says Mumby. “We 
can’t afford to hire mar¬ 
keting or production man¬ 
agers. To replace us would 
be expensive and diffi¬ 
cult.” 

Even during their al¬ 
most non-existent mater¬ 
nity leaves, there was an 
understanding that if 
there was an emergency 
— such as the web going 
down — the person whose 
responsibility that was 
would fix it, on baby leave 
or not. “A small business 
is another baby,” she says. 
“You don’t want to miss 
its first years, anymore 
than your child’s.”

are under 30, and all but 
five who are female. 

Arkell, who had her sec¬ 


ond child after she found¬ 
ed the company — “I had 
her on a Saturday and 
went back to work on the 
Tuesday” — says she’s feel¬ 
ing the stress of maternity 
leaves mostly in her man¬ 
agement team. 

“Knowing in the future 
we would have managers 
on leave, and knowing it 
would only get worse,” says 
Arkell, the company creat¬ 
ed assistant supervisor po¬ 
sitions at every centre. “We 
do a lot of training so 
they’re ready to take over 
for the year while my su¬ 
pervisors are on mat leave.” 

And because so many 
staff aren’t ready to come 
back after one year, Peeka¬ 
boo will hold their jobs 
for a second year, to en¬ 
courage them to come 
back when they’re ready, 
rather than to go some¬ 
where else down the road. 
Otherwise, all the “work 
you’ve put into training 
staff is gone,” says Arkell. 

That said, small busi¬ 
ness owners could benefit 
from government pro¬ 
gramming to assist in staff 
training, she says. 
“There’s nothing to help 
people get training for 
management staff.” 

Government assistance 
for small businesses whose 
staff are on maternity, 
sick, or elder care leave is 
something the Canadian 
Federation of Independent 
Business has been de¬ 
manding for years, says 
president Catherine Swift. 

“Everyone supports peo¬ 
ple being able to take care 
of their babies, but can’t 
you give some relief some¬ 
where else?” she says 
she’s asked Ottawa.

When mammals are threatened, our existence is also threatened 


e humans 
sometimes 
forget that 
we are ani¬ 
mals. We’re 
mammals, and like all 
mammals, and indeed all 
animals, we are connected 
to and dependent on the 
web of life. When part of 
that web is in danger, we 
are all in danger. 

And our mammal 
cousins are in danger. Ac¬ 
cording to the Internation¬ 
al Union for Conservation 
of Nature, one-quarter of 
the world’s 5,487 known 
mammalian species face 
extinction in 30 years if we 
don’t act now to protect 
them. This includes many 
of the planet’s apes and 
monkeys; bears such as po¬ 
lar bears, sun bears, and 
pandas; and dozens of ma¬ 
rine mammals, such as sei 
and fin whales. 

The causes of this biolog¬ 
ical crisis include habitat 
loss and damage, introduc¬ 
tion of invasive species, 
pollution, harvesting, and 
climate change. Because

many mammals are large 
(elephants, hippos, rhinos), 
exhibit extraordinary intel¬ 
ligence (chimps and goril¬ 
las), or have a ferocious na¬ 
ture (lions, tigers, and 
bears), we have often as¬ 
sumed that they are some¬ 
what resilient to human 
impacts. This couldn’t be 
further from the truth. 

Scientists now believe 
that the biology of many 
mammals contributes to 
their vulnerability. For ex¬ 
ample, polar bears and 
grizzlies are particularly 
susceptible to decline be¬ 
cause they require a lot of 
food for energy, they are 
large, and they reproduce 


infrequently and have few 
offspring when they do re¬ 
produce. Human impacts 
such as unsustainable 
hunting or habitat destruc¬ 
tion put more pressure on 
the ability of these species 
to survive. 

There is some good 
news, though. The IUCN as¬ 
sessment showed that 
“concerted conservation ef¬ 
forts” can bring mammals 
back from the brink. For 
example, by reintroducing 
the black-footed ferret into 
eight western U.S. states 
and Mexico, the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service man¬ 
aged to move the animal 
from the list of animals 
that were extinct in the 
wild to the endangered list. 

But who cares about the 
black-footed ferret, or the 
wild horse, or the African 
elephant? We humans are 
not in danger of extinc¬ 
tion, are we? As the top 
predator on the planet, our 
survival and well-being de¬ 
pend on the health and 
well-being of all life that 
supports us. 



Trim trash, Canadians told 


Canadians are saying it’s 
time to clean up our act.

It’s an issue Canadians 
need to brush up on, says 
Jo-Anne St. Godard, exec¬ 
utive director of the Recy¬ 
cling Council of Ontario, 
which is partnering with 
other provincial and 
territorial recy¬ 
cling councils 
to promote 
the cam¬ 
paign. She 
says Canadi¬ 
ans are 
one of 
the 

biggest 

waste generators 
in the developed 
world, and we’re 
not paying enough 
attention to how 
much ends up in our 
landfills. 

“In Ontario, for in¬ 
stance, 20 per cent of our 
waste gets recycled, when 
50 per cent could be recy¬ 
cled,” she said. “We need 
to try our best to reuse 
the resources that we 
have. The more we do 
that, the less need we’ll 
have to seek out virgin 
materials.” 



There are easy ways to 
trim your trash outtalce as 
well, notes St. Godard. 
Bring a reusable coffee 
mug to your local java 
joint instead of taking it 
in a paper cup, partici¬ 
pate in your municipali¬ 
ties’ recycling program, 
and don’t use as many 
plastic bags. 

Manufacturers and 
companies are some of 
the most notorious cul¬ 
prits, she adds, saying 
that they can offset the 
amount of garbage saved 
through a collective ef¬ 
fort. But Canadians can 
solve that problem if they 
speak loudly enough. 

“The majority of land¬ 
fill comes from business, 
and we’ve got a long way 
to go,” she said. “But 
there’s a new trend with 
consumer demand. We 
can send a strong signal 
to companies with what 
we choose to buy or not 
buy.”

The federal govern¬ 
ment announced that it 
will protect 10.1 million 
hectares of boreal forest in 
the Northwest Territories, 
and the Ontario govern¬ 


ment announced that it 
will protect 50 per cent of 
its intact northern boreal 
forest. 

We have to make some 
big changes in the way we 
do things on this finite 
planet. We can’t just keep 
destroying habitat, pollut¬ 
ing water and air, and 
killing fish and other ani¬ 
mals faster than they can 
reproduce. And because we 
are all connected to this 
fragile web, we need to pro¬ 
tect animals and their habi¬ 
tat not just for their sake, 
but for our own as well.

Arlene Dickinson says 
turning your dream into a 
money-making venture is 
not easy.

says it requires undying 
commitment in the prod¬ 
uct, self-belief — and a 
good dose of self-doubt. 

Reached at her Calgary 
office early Friday morn¬ 
ing, where she was already 
wrapping up her first 
meeting of the day, Dickin¬ 
son said one of the major 
factors that dooms entre¬ 


preneurs who appear on 
The Dragon’s Den is “mis¬ 
placed arrogance.” 

“You’ve got to drink the 
Kool-Aid,” she said. “Know 
what you’re good at and 
what you’re not good at. 
Take a hard look at your¬ 
self and your own capabili¬ 
ties and surround yourself 
with people who can do 


what you can’t.” 

Diclcinson, the head of 
Venture Communication, 
cited the example of a suc¬ 
cessful team from Halifax. 
Riad Byne, Dave Reynolds 
and Drew McKenna ap¬ 
peared The Dragon’s Den 
last Sunday asking for 
funding for QuiclcSnap, 
Reynolds’ invention to 
make shoe-tying quicker 
and easier. The team was 
losing the dragons’ inter¬ 
est, but turned things 
around by emphasizing 
the different “revenue 
streams” that could make 
the product a success. 

“They knew what they 
had,” said Dickinson. Many 
inventors turn up on the 
show with a brilliant idea, 
but no clue who would buy 
it. 

Dickinson is in Halifax 
today to kick off Small 
Business Week 2008. As 
keynote speaker at the 
Centre for Entrepreneur- 
ship, Education and Devel¬ 
opment’s Fresh Ideas 
luncheon, she’ll be giving 
local business owners tips 
on how to make it into the 
big leagues. 

That includes the ability 
to put your heart into your 
dream, but also be heart¬ 
less about it.

Cooper not for the faint of heart 


Concert features swords, 
bloodstains, fake fight 
between Barack Obama 
and John McCain

An Alice Cooper concert is 
certainly not for the faint 
of heart. 

Amongst the pounding 
music from four decades 
of rock ’n’ roll, the on¬ 
stage horror-style the¬ 
atrics include a hanging, a 
baby-lilce doll covered in 
blood, and a woman beg¬ 
ging for her life. 

It’s shocking stuff. But 
Cooper is known as a 
shock-rocker for a reason, 
and he brought that infa¬ 
mous style in spades to a 
wildly appreciative audi¬ 
ence of about 4,000 on Fri¬ 
day night as his Psycho- 
Drama Tour invaded the 
Halifax Metro Centre. 

In a high-octane, fast- 
paced and enjoyable two- 
hour rock show, Cooper 


sang hit after hit while do¬ 
ing everything from 
wielding swords and 
knives to throwing dia- 
mond-lilce necklaces and 
American greenbacks into 
the sea of fans near the 
stage. It was an unbeliev¬ 
ably energized perform¬ 
ance from a rock legend 
who turned 60 this past 
summer. 

As far as his music, 
Cooper’s playlist began 
with the likes of No More 
Mr. Nice Guy and I’m 
Eighteen, the latter of 
which really energized 
things as he and his four- 
member band had the 
crowd rocking out to 
every word. 

Cooper also performed a 
couple of tracks from his 
newly released album, 
Along Came A Spider. The 
song Vengeance Is Mine 
was arguably his best per¬

Gagnon finds travel, 
colours inspire design

Just because he’s 
accustomed to dark 
shades doesn’t mean that 
Denis Gagnon doesn’t like 
colours. This was proven 
ten times over by his fash¬ 
ion show on the Marche 
Bonsecours catwalk last 
week to close Montreal 
Fashion Week.

a “laboratory for fur, 
where several major de¬ 
signers have gone, includ¬ 
ing Christian Lacroix and 
Jean Paul Gaultier.

Leather 
with a vintage look or 
pleated, rumpled and 
dyed silk — everything is 
fair game to make the 
chosen raw material his 
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“Obviously, the dream 
of every designer is to be 
able to create his own ma¬ 
terial, like the big fashion 
labels, a unique material 
with its own impression,” 
he concedes. “This is why I 
work at transforming it, 
so it becomes mine.” 

And while “travel is al¬ 
ways inspiring” for a de¬ 
signer, Gagnon believes he 
is just as influenced by his 
own experiments and by 
what is happening on a 
world scale. 

Does this mean that the 
gloomy economic context 
will have an impact on 
collections in the coming 
seasons? “Personally, I fol¬ 
low my instincts more ... 
I’m not a sociologist, but I 
think we’ll see lively col¬ 
lections that will function 
as an antidote to gloom.”

U.S. Republican vice-presi¬ 
dential candidate Sarah 
Palin put in a widely antic¬ 
ipated appearance on Sat¬ 
urday Night Live, sharing 
the stage with a host of 
top stars including Mark 
Wahlberg, Alec Baldwin 
and of course Tina Fey, the 
former SNL star whose im¬ 
pression of Palin has gar¬ 
nered almost as much at¬ 
tention as the Alaska gov¬ 
ernor herself. 

The TV show opened 
with a mock press confer¬ 
ence in which Palin’s 
spokesman requested that 
the press “don’t write any¬ 
thing down.” 

Fey then appeared as 
Palin and tossed off a few 
remarks skewering the 
vice-presidential candi¬ 
date, such as “I am looking 
forward to a portion of 
your questions,” a refer¬ 
ence to her occasional 
practice of answering ques¬ 
tions by addressing her 
own chosen topics. 

Asked if her recent re¬ 


marks about patriotic 
states meant there were 
any unpatriotic ones, Fey- 
as-Palin rattled off a list of 
Democratic-leaning states 
such as New York, New Jer¬ 
sey, Massachusetts and Cal¬ 
ifornia. Listing swing states 
such as Ohio, she re¬ 
marked that they could be 
either “pro or anti-Ameri¬ 
can ... it’s up to them.” 

The scene then switched 
backstage to the real Palin 
and the show’s producer 
Lome Michaels who were 
accosted by outspoken, 
left-leaning actor Baldwin, 
who said “Hey Tina” before 
proceeding to trash Palin. 

The skit played off Fey’s 
remarkable resemblance 
to Palin and seeming abili¬ 
ty to channel her voice and 
manner, with Baldwin ap¬ 
pearing to think he was 
talking to Fey while insult¬ 
ing Palin repeatedly. In¬ 
formed by Michaels he was 
speaking to Palin herself, 
he quipped, “You are way

think of how short Mac¬ 
beth would have been if 
the title character had en¬ 
countered the trio of 
witches in that misty for¬ 
est clearing and gone, “Uh 
yeah — three verbose hags 
crouched in some Scottish 
wood claim to control the 
weather in the eastern 
Mediterranean. Sure thing, 
babes. If you’ll excuse me, 
I’ve got to be getting home 
to divorce my bossy shrew 
of a wife.” 

The play would be an act 
long, and end with Mac¬ 
beth and Banquo giving 
bumps to the king and 
heading home for some 
haggis and single malt. 

MSNBC’s web site isn’t 
normally the place I go for 
sly cultural criticism, but 
last week they printed a 
piece celebrating the auda¬ 
cious strains of stupid that 
make television so com¬ 
pelling. 

Writer Linda Holmes es¬ 
sentially divides broadcast 
imbecility into two strains: 
The stupid necessary to ful¬ 
fill the demands of deliver¬ 
ing drama, laughs, or both; 
and the systemic stupidity 
needed to make sure most

shows are longer than a 
single, memorable but cat¬ 
astrophic episode. At least 
one type of dumb must be 
present, even in really 
great shows, but it’s entire¬ 
ly possible to have both, 
and still produce a hit. 

In the former camp, 
there’s Survivor, which de¬ 
mands that its contestants 
do exactly the sorts of 
things you probably 
wouldn’t do if you were re¬ 
ally stranded in some re¬ 
mote armpit of nature 
with a bunch of strangers. 


“First, it counts on peo¬ 
ple to forget that other 
people also are attempting 
to win,” Holmes writes. 
“Second, it counts on its 
contestants to take every¬ 
thing far too much to 
heart, personalizing what 
should be no more emo¬ 
tional than a long poker 
game. 

“But it needs all this stu¬ 
pidity. Without regular 
frealc-outs about betrayal 
and loyalty, Survivor 
would just be a lot of peo¬ 
ple walking around in 


dirty bathing suits and pe¬ 
riodically running through 
obstacle courses.” 

Then there’s the sys¬ 
temic stupidity built into a 
show’s DNA, like the con¬ 
viction that everyone, 
from Tyra Banks on down, 
has to have in the by now 
fantastic premise of Ameri¬ 
ca’s Next Top Model. 

“Tyra’s total lack of per¬ 
spective is what lends the 
show drama and phony 
importance,” writes 

Holmes. “If it were called 
America’s Mostly Obscure 
Temporary Cover Girl 
Spokesperson, what kind 
of ratings would it get?” 

The magic thing about 
TV is that being aware of 
all of this actually makes 
you smarter than these 
shows, even if you watch 
them every week. It’s the 
polar opposite of politics, 
where recognizing the dull 
deceit at the heart of the 
medium and still enjoying 
the spectacle either makes 
you a fool or what the me¬ 
dia wryly calls an “insider.”

Turkey Club Sandwich 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 strips lean bacon, halved 
12 slices whole-wheat 
sandwich bread, toasted 
V2 cup (125 ml) light 
mayonnaise 
8 lettuce leaves 
1 large tomato, thinly sliced 
8 oz (250 g) thinly sliced 
cooked turkey breast 
8 tiny sweet pickles 
8 pimiento-stuffed green olives 

METHOD: 

1 . Cook bacon over moderate 
heat until crisp. Drain and set 
aside. 

2 . Spread each bread slice with 
mayonnaise. Place 1 lettuce 
leaf on each of four bread 
slices, then top each with 
tomato and two half-strips ba¬ 
con. Add another slice of 
bread, mayo side up, and top 
with remaining lettuce. Divide 


turkey evenly among 
sandwiches. Top with remain¬ 
ing bread. 

3 . Cut sandwiches in half diag¬ 
onally. Thread a pickle and an 
olive onto each of eight wood¬ 
en toothpicks, then poke a 
pick into each sandwich half.
